The New York-Chicago Lake Shore 
limited, roaring westward along the 
Mohawk valley 15 m inutes hi inn! 
schedule, hurtled the rails .shortly

BIOGRAPHIES 
IT is stimulating to sit and listen to an intelligent group of people. The 
* 
late Sir W. Robertson Nicoll once told of a group of noted writers, 
including Hardy, who talked brilliantly about literary style — but Hardy 
was silent, though he was probably the most noted stylist of his day. 
It is not enough to know about the reputation of a man. 
The 
interesting thing is to know his life. 
Then you can appreciate his 
achievements. There are no more fascinating books than biographies. If 
you want to know a country, read the stories of its great men. Wanting 
to know more of South America, I have started reading the biographies 
of their heroes. The man who created the independence of Venezuela. 
Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, and Bolivia, was Simon Bolivar. 
So, I am 
reading several biographies of him — and a fascinating story is his — 
known as The Libel ator. Later I shall have a talk about him. 
A country's history is the story of its great men. 
Many of these 
stories are more absorbing than the best written novel. 
And besides 
they are true. 
One of the mighty 
classics of the world id the book that Boswell 
wrote about Dr. Samuel Johnson. To read it is like being in the presence 
oi this remarkable man. 
You know his habits, 
his likes and dislikes, and 
the caliber of his mind. 
His humaness marches before you. Biographies 
inspire a n i instil in readers incentive and ambition. 
Thomas Carlyle never wrote a more inspiring book than his “Heroes 
and Hero Worship,’’ a collection of essays about a group of world heroes 
My own love of books started with the reading of a score or more of 
American biographies, followed by cither world characters such as 
Savonarola, Gladstone, Napoleon, and others. 
Montaigne wrote himself so accurately into a book, through his 
essays, that a modern writer pieced his personal stories together and it 
all came out a few years ago as The Autobiography of Montaigne — one 
of the frankest stories of a m an’s life known.

Dr. Otto Dietrich, 
who wrote in Hitler’s own newspa­ 
per, Volkischer Beobachter that the 
fuehrer is a “genius” living a cen­ 
tury ahead of his time. 
Other nazi leaders addressed the 
people similarly. 
Goering, whom 
Hitler has named to succeed him in 
event he should die, pledged the 
air force he commands to do every­ 
thing in its power until the war 
“ends with a victory which safe­ 
guards the reich of Adolf

His efforts were not directed in attacking the utility companies but 
to determine if the rates, in effect some time ago, were equitable and 
fair. 


3. 
Practically without the support and assistance of any one else Mr. 
Pfeffer first carried his campaign direct to the people who were af­ 
fected by the rates in effect at that time. 


4. 
t he utility companies sought to retain their rates and to have them 
continued into effect. 


5. 
Mr. Pfeffer then carried his tight direct to the Public Service Com­ 
mission and eventually secured an adjustment in electric and water 
rates that resulted in the following savings: 


A. 
He saved $1,400 per year for the borough of Gettysburg on the 
adjustment of electric rates. 


B. 
lie saved approximately $250 on each of OI water hydrants in 
the borough of Gettysburg, or a total of approximately 
$15,250.

He saved from 25 to 70 per cent per quarter on water rates for 
Gettysburg household consumers. 


I). 
He saved 25c per meter on electric rates. 


E. 
He affected a saving of from $75 to $140 per year on the light 
hills of each county borough. 


These facts are presented for your study and consideration.
